MALF-BREEDS AND sTAL WARTS, 
Senator Jones is reported as saying 


in a recent interview, “I don’t like 


those words ‘stalwart’ and*half-breed.’ 
If you mean by stalwarts that branch 
of the Republican party that goes be- 


lows who take no risks, but who, after 
the party nominations are made, bolt 
and cry ‘machine,’ and at once start 
up s machine ot their own, I under- 
stand you.”

As 
they are now used and widely under- 
stood, a stalwart means one who in- 
sists that every Republican shall sup- 
port the nominations which Stalwart 
leaders claim the right to dictate. 
.~Half-breeds, so-called, believe bear- 
tily in party unity, but not in the pri- 
macy of any one man whom the party 
has chosen to honor. They want a 
tair contest aud pot a sham battle at 
the primary, and ask that voters may 
act from choice and not under dicta- 
tion. They believe that party ma-

Gar- 
field was not a stalwart in the ac- 
cepted sense of the term, yet his rec- 
ord seems to satisfy the people and 
his party.

Court this morning was sensibly di- 
mivished.

The District Attorney offered to 
furnish copies of the papers, but Sco- 
ville insisted on his rights ia the mat- 
ter, and asked for the originals. Pend- 
ing the discussion Guiteau insisted 
upon being heard and said, “I can 
throw light upon this. At the time 
of my artest I had forty or fifty edi- 
torial slips, showing the political sit- 
uation in May and June, These 
slips show the action and one of the 
forces that impelled me on to shoot 
the President. They are very im- 
portant as showing the gist of the 
whole matter. They were forty or 
fifty slips denouncing President Gar- 
field. It was by living on such ideas 
as these that I was finally impelled to 
shoot the President with my inspira- 
ion. 

THE POLITIC MURDERER. 


During a momentary lull in the 


proceedings Guiteau again tried to 
make a personal explanation, saying 
he had used an expression yesterday 
that Julius was was too suggestive 
of the negro race, and for that reason 
be had dropped it from his name. His 
prejudice was begotten twenty years 
ago and he meant no disrespect to any 
person or any race, particularly not 
the colored race, for they were more 
highly thought of than the white race 
nowadays.” 

Scoville then read a letter written 
by Guiteau to his father, in which he 
spoke of having gotten into some 
trouble, and in which be asked for 
money. Guiteau explained the let- 
ters, ssying, “One of my clients, a 
miserable little whelp, had me ar- 
rested on account of a little difference 
ot twenty dollars between us. Soon 
as the District Attorney's attention 
was called to the matter, I was re- 
leased. I never ought to have been 
arrested, but it got into the rs 
and did me a 3 deal of cada? I 
had been in the theology business, and 
as usual was out of money. Thats ail 
there was in that. 

Guiteau again interrupted, sayiog, 
“T never got much from my father, he 
got down on me because I left the 
Oneida Community. We could 
never after that agree on that miser- 
able, stinking, community business. 
I'm mad every time I think of it. It 
kept me out of fellowship with father 
up to the time of bis death.” Scoville, 
resuming, alluded to Guiteau’s career 
as a politician and drew the conclu- 
sion that his intellect was deficient. 
This view aroused the prisoner at once, 
and he began a series of interruptions 
protesting against Scoville’s conclu- 
sions as false.
